NEWS IN BRIEF: -

give a talk on the "Epiphyte" 80M SSB transceiver. In 1994 the Club 
celebrated its 10th aniversary and the meeting was well attended. There 
is not the same enthusiasm for 80M SSB in Europe as there is in NA. 
Nevertheless, I did manage to make a few UK contacts. George Dobbs, 
G3RIJV, was getting ready to leave for the the 1st Asian-Pacific QRP 
Convention in Kuching, Sarawak where he had been invited, along with 
Rick Campbell, KK7B, to speak. 


CONCORD CONVENTION: Meanwhile, closer to home, Bruce, VE7ZM, carried 
the flag to the Ham Convention at Concord where a close relationship has 
developed between the QRP Club of Northern California (NorCal) and the 
QRP Club of BC. Interest in homebrewed SSB transceivers in NA has grown 
in leaps and bounds. Construction articles on the "Epiphyte" have 
already appeared in QRPp and SPRAT. The next issue of QRPp will contain 
a rig designed Bruce. Joe, VE7TX, is also putting together that long 
awaited article on his "Neomyte" (cigarette package) transceiver for 
QRPp. 


NOVEMBER 12TH MEETING: Seventeen members attended a "special" meeting 
at the home of Dave, VE7PCC, to welcome two visitors from California - 
Doug, KI6DS (editor of QRPp) and John, K7RO. Doug, who is far more 
efficiently organized than me, posted a detailed report of this most 
enjoyable meeting on the Internet QRP-1 within a few hours of his 
return!

All the talk about color burst transmitters tempted me to build 
one last night. I put together a circuit from Dave Ingram's 

book How to Get Started with QRP. The circuit appears on page 

52 of the book and is called "The QRP Pen." It uses a single 
2N2222 and only a few other parts, the circuit is quite small and 
is called the "QRP Pen" because Dave built his inside a bic pen! 


My OHR WM-1 shows about 2QmW out and about 15mW reflected when 

I have NO antenna connected. When I have the little critter 
hooked to my antenna and I have my transmatch set for minimum 
SWR I get only 5mW out and 1mW reflected!! I listen to the 
transmitter on my Neophyte, the signal is strongest when the 
transmatch is set for the lowest SWR (5mW out??). Some settings 
of the transmatch seem to "stop" the transmitter; perhaps stop 
the circuit from oscillating. What is going on here!!??? 

Does this circuit want to see a 50 Ohm impedance for the antenna 
(and how can I tell from the schematic what impedance it "wants" 
to have?)

Subject: Tiny Paddles 


Two ideas on super small panels. First, the super miniature paddles from 
G4ZPY are not $170. They sell for 72 pounds sterling, which works out to 
$108. Not cheap, but they are absolutely beautiful. AA4XX is so impressed 
with mine that he has asked me to leave it to him in my will. (hi) 


The other idea is using the "works" of the Brass Racer from Vibroplex. I 


spoke to Mitch, the new owner of Vibroplex, and he told me that he would 
probably make the works available without the base if there is interest. The 
Brass Racer normally sells for $65, and would cost less without the base. 


I disassembled my Brass Racer, and put the brass and wood base assembly away. 
Then I drilled holes underneath my Sierra, essentially using the radio as a 

base. You could do this with almost any QRP rig, and you could also mount 
the paddles on top based on personal preference. At two pounds, the radio is 
a very sturdy base. 


I prefer the paddles underneath the radio, because it creates a tilt-stand 
approach. I wish I could enclose a photo. 


Used in this fassion, the Brass Racer works (without base) are actually 
smaller (lower profile) than the G4ZPY (with its magnetic base).

Subject: Wattmeter 


This morning on the way to work I stopped by Tucker 


Electronics (it's really on the way :-) ) and while 
looking around I ran across the MFJ-840 2M handheld 
wattmeter. 


It is 2.75"x2.25"x1.4" in size with meter face of 
11/2" x 7/8". Dial reads from 0 to 5W with iW 
at centerscale. 


It has BNC connector for mounting to hand held 2M 

rig and measuring power out. Internally its nothing 
more than two 2W carbon resistors with variable cap 
across them and RF probe for the rest of circuit with 
1N34 diode, 10K, 500K trimmer and 100uUA meter with 
@.1uF cap in parallel with it. 


I used the MFJ-249 HF/VHF SWR analyzer and measured 
1:1 SWR from 3MHz to 15MHz then it increased to 
1.5:1 upto about 50MHz then back to 1:1 for 2M. 


The 2mW out from the analyzer caused the meter to 
swing slightly upward, so you can sense small RF. 


The var cap and the var resistor are adjustable from 
the rear through two seperate holes. Using the OHR 
WM-1 wattmeter in series with MFJ wattmeter and a 

NN1G rig on 40M, I was able to calibrate the MFJ to 
match the OHR. I have to play a little more with 

why I'd want the trimmer cap in the circuit with 

the dummy load. With the upper range of the cap I can 
raise the SWR of the MFJ wattmeter. 


At only $19.95, it's really not a bad deal considering 
what cabinet work I'd have to do to build one and the 

time and energy to round up the parts. I took it apart 
to check the insides and it's typical MFJ quality. :-) 


It'll work great as dummy load and power meter for the 
NorCal 40 and 40a (assuming it has the BNC RF connector 
too - I forget if I've seen it in print). I'm excited 
as we are getting close to the promised shipping dates 
for the 40a. I may have to run by Jim's and pick mine 
up as I will be once again in CA for two weeks starting 
on Sunday. The joy of travel....... But I digress. 


Joe Bob says check it out (the MFJ-840) if you want a 
cheap dummy load and wattmeter all in one. It will take 
5W for about 15 seconds, so you won't feed this power 
all day long and expect it to survive, but at 2W it 
should do OK. I may try and see how long it'll last.
